2. Claims 1-50 are allowed. 

3. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: the claims 
recites an apparatus or a method for determining properties of a subsurface formation 
using an tubular body with a slot and an antenna able to generate a magnetic dipole 
moment with transverse of controllable orientation. While the transmission of a signal 
through a slot is generally known, the generation of a magnetic dipole moment in the 
particular claimed manner is not shown or suggested by the prior art of record. The 
particular antenna provides advantages not found in the prior art.
